And where ſithence the makyng of the ſapde acte, erperience 
hath plainelp taught in the ſapde Towne, that the ſapd acte bath 
not only not bꝛought the good effect that then was hoped and 
ſurmiſed, but alſo hath ben and nowe is lykely, to de the very 
greateſtcauſe of the impoueriching and vndooing ofthe pooꝛe ar- 
tificers and other, at whoſe ſuite the ſaide acte was pꝛocured, fo2 
that there be nowe lithence the makyng ofthe ſayd ſtatute, much 
fewer perſons to ſet them a woozke then befoze : and by reſtrap⸗ 
nyng all other inhabitours ofthe ſayd Towneof Shzeweſbury,
